Peking Fails to Free 
Captives. 


PEKING, May 22.—{United News.] 
—The time has passed when parleys 
will accomplish anything toward re- 
lease of the foreigners held captive by 
bandits In the mountains of Shantung. 
The powers must now decide whether 
to use force. 

As a result of this ‘nities held to a 
man by foreign representatives who 
have investigated the situation in the 
bandit area, diplomats are in close 
touch with tReir governments, discuss- 
ing what action should be taken. 

Foreign commercial organizations 
are pressing their respective legations 
to use extreme measures toward effect- 
ing release of the prisonerd.

Halley Bares Scheme. 

The plan whereby the board of local 
improvements and three large paving 
companies were able to work together 
in the monopoly of the paving and 
sewerage work was outlined to the 
jury by Mr. Halley as follows: 

The city was divided into three sec 
tions: West, north, and south. The 
American Paving company was given 
the north division; the White Paving 
company, the south, and the Conway 
Paving company, the west. Each con- 
cern respected the dividing line of the 
other. 

When the bids were called for pav- 
ing or sewerage work the concern con- 
trolling the settion of town where it 
was to be done put in the lowest bid. 
If, however, some .outside company 
put in a lower bid than did any of 
the “ big three” the former was thrown 
out. When the contracts were granted 
one of the three always got them, ac- 
cording to Mr, Halley. 

Cites Broadway Sewer. 

As an example of how the system 

worked, Mr. Halley cited the Broad- 


way sewer job, about which there 
was so much talk some time ago. 
When the assessment for the sewer 
was made the work was estimated to 
cost $1,600,000.

Patent “Scraps of Paper.” 

“Patent rights and treaties alike 
were simply ‘scraps of paper’ to the 
Germans,” he said with a smile. “I 
do not wish to discuss the merits of 
my claim out of court, but the Ger- 
mans undoubtedly —- unauthorized 
use of this gun during the world 
war. It gave them a great advan- 
tage, particularly in the early years 
of the war, and especially in their 
terrific bombardment at Leige.” 

Mr. McMullen was reticent at first 
concerning his claim, saying that it 
was for “ damages because of the un- 
authorized use of patents pertaining 
to military and naval uses, Later 
he consented, however, to go more into 


detail. 

“No,” He added in response to the 
question, “ negotiations for the rights 
to the gun were never reopened by 
the United States government during 
the world war. We did not hear 
from the government on the matter.”

eral and more practical use of airplanes in the. 
commercial life of this country, . European coun- 
tries are discovering their value and extending 
their usefulmess in this field constantly. ‘The 
United Stetee cannot afford to lag behind, either 
in developing the potential profits of peace time 
aviation or in preparing through this activity for 
any emergency of war. 

Sr ‘Marbot, We believe, is the plancer in 0 now 
field of aviation which cannot fail-to be of tre 
mendous significance. With his. flivver airplane 
he has solved important problems. He has de 
veloped a machine which can be cheaply built and 
cheaply operated. Next to safety, that is probably 
the most important forward step which could be 
made in commercial] aviation. It makes the popu- 
larization of the airplane possible, if. not imme- 
diately. probable. “At the same time he has made 
marked advance in the matter of safety. 

Ninety per cént of aviation accidents occur on or 
‘near the ground, in rising or landing. The ordi- 
nary high pdsvered and heavy airplane must attain 
high speed before it can rise. It must continue 
high speed in landing until it is. on the ground, 
and must then have considerable smooth space in 
which to come to a stop. Barbot’s light,machine, 
on the other hand, can arise and alight at compara- 
tively slow speed—about fifteen miles an hour. 
The danger is correspondingly reduced.

Independently of diseases, the jaws 
may be faulty and the teeth wrongly 
placed because the jaws are not given 
enough work to do. Babies less than six 
months of age need to gnaw. All through 
babyhood the youngster should be al- 
lowed to gnaw on something or other, 
sometimes hard bread, sometimes hard 
crackers, sometimes meat bones, some- 
times a clean finger, and even sometimes 
a rubber ring, provided it is surgically 
clean or nearly so. And then, all through 
childhood, children need to gnaw gum.

CHRONIC OR ACUTE INDIGESTION. 

Chicago, May 15.—I am one of those 
who, by force of crue] necessity, must 
obtain sustenance from the common or 
garden variety of public eating place. 
‘Tis bad enough to forego the comforts 
of home, but,,alas, one must also suf- 
fer himself tol be exploited and imposed 
upon or starve, so it seems. Hence this 
kick. Would that it were more palpable 
and directed at the offender instead of 
the Voice, already the recipient of count- 
less kicks. 

The first charge is profiteering. A few 
examples, an’ it please you. Milk, served 
in glasses that easily run three to the 
pint, comes at 10 cents a shot. Doubt- 
less 40 cents per gallon is more than 
the proprietor pays for his milk, but on 
that basis his profit is 500 per cent. At 
35 cents the profit is 600 per cent, and 
at 30 it is 700. And such milk! A 
shote would turn up its nose. Of course, 
this percentage represents gross profit, 
from which must come all running ex- 
penses before the actual profit to the 
restaurant owner is shown, but .if it 
is necesgary to operate a business on a4 
babis of 500 per cent gross profit to.make 
it successful it seems to me that there 
is something radically wrong with the 
scheme of things. 

As to. service I. have nothing to say. 
Its faults are too well known and com- 
monly accepted to make an account of 
them worth while. But in regard to 
sanitation and methods of preparing, 
keeping, and serving food a large mouth- 
ful can be said. It would seem that

$2,500,000 to Build 
Tallest Hospital 


The board of trustees of St. Luke’s 
hospital met yesterday in the Chicago 
club and decide@ to launch a drive 
June 11 to 16 for $2,500,000 to build a 
nineteen story addition to the hospital 
buildings at 1439 South Michigan ave 
nue, Samuel Insull, chairman of the 
building fund committee, announced 
last night. 

The new building will be 200 feet 
long and will face on the Indiana ave- 
nue side of the hospital: 

“St. Lake’s hospital has become an 
indispensable institution to Chicago,” 
said Mr. Insull. “Since its founding 
in 1864 with seven beds, it has grown 
to a capacity of 400 beds. The number 
of patients cared for annually has in- 
creased from twenty-five to 9,836. 

“The demand for its services is 
steadily increasing and tm order to 
keep on doing well its beneficient work 
healing and life saving, it must be pro- 
vided with adequate buildings and 
equipment. 

“ Approximately one-third of all pa- 
tients are treated free and the prob- 
lem of handling charity cases has 
grown from year to year. This work is 
sorely hampered for lack of room and 
better facilities that could be provided 
with additional space. 

“A large proportion ef the echoo!l 
children’s cases of eye, ear, nose, and 
throat are handled at the clinic main- 
tained at St. Luke’s, Ninety per cent 
of the school children’s cases are han- 
dled free.” 
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Disabled American Veterans of the 
World War, Chicago chapter Na 2, 
will give a “dance of the nations and 
military ball” Saturday evening, June 
2, in the 132d regiment armory, Madi- 
son and Rockwell streets. Various 
women’s clubs, persons prominent in 
society, business, and social organiza- 
tions, are assisting to make the affair 
a success.
